SYNAGOGUE-CENTRE  — TALMUD  TORAH 

The  early  founders  and  pioneers  of  this  great  Jewish  Community 
of  Ottawa  were  devoted  and  indefatigueable  self-sacrificing  servants  of 
the  community  weal.  They  did  not  glory  in  past  accomplishments  but 
always  strove  to  nurture  and  enhance  the  future  growth  of  the  community. 
In  the  words  of  our  Sages  they  were  “chachamim”  who  were  blessed 
with  far-sighted  vision,  “roirn  et  ha-nolad.”  They  envisioned,  therefore, 
an  historic  moment  in  the  future  of  Ottawa  Jewry  when  Synagogue- 
Centre— Talmud  Torah  edifices  would  be  built  in  a prominent  and 
fortuitous  locale  which  would  serve  the  diversified  religious,  educational, 
cultural  and  social  needs  of  both  young  and  old. 

These  new  buildings  were  to  be  modern  in  design  in  their  facilities 
and  decor  yet  impressed  clearly  and  indelibly  with  the  seal  of  our 
people’s  glorious  age-old  tradition.  Much  of  our  community’s  religious 
and  social  activities  were  therefore  to  be  localized  and  concentrated  by 
dint  of  which  a refreshing  spirit  of  unity  rather  than  divisiveness  and 
fragmentization  would  be  engendered  in  the  community.  Here  was, 
therefore,  a hope,  a dream,  a prayer  and  a pledge.  Today  the  challenge 
of  building  and  expansion  is  also  a pressing  need  and  an  urgent  necessity. 

When  our  community  was  small  and  its  families  few  in  number 
the  Synagogue  alone  was  able  to  be  an  all-inclusive  and  self-centered 
institution.  In  the  course  of  the  years  the  community  has  grown  in  its 
numbers  and  in  its  ebullient  activities.  Additional  institutions,  agencies 
and  organizations  have  been  established  and  channelizing  unto  themselves 
distinctive  phases  of  community  endeavour  that  heretofore  were  under- 
taken directly  by  the  Synagogue.  There  is,  therefore,  a danger  that  the 
Synagogue  will  be  relegated  to  the  minimum  role  of  a House  of  Prayer 
alone  without  touching  and  coloring  in  any  manner  the  day  to  day 
activities  of  the  Jewish  families  of  the  community. 

One  of  the  many  advantages  of  a Synagogue-Centre  — Talmud 
Torah  “chut  hameshulash”  in  a localized  area  is  that  the  religious  motif 
expressed  by  the  Synagogue  will  serve  as  the  pivot  around  which  all 
other  activities  will  function.  The  future  of  this  conprmnity  will 

ultimately  require  that  all  the  religious,  cultural  and  social  institutions  be 
concentrated  so  that  the  accent  of  the  Synagogue  will  impinge  itelf  on 
all  phases  of  the  community  life. 

Our  youth  today  (past  Talmud  Torah  age)  is  primarily  if  not 
totally  Centre  conscious.  The  Synagogue  is  in  another  geographical 
area  and  therefore  “never  the  twain  shall  meet.”  Whereas  many  of  the 
adults  in  the  community  feel  a keen  personal  loyalty  and  commitment 
to  the  Synagogue  as  over  against  the  Community  Centre  most  of  our 
young  people  feel  a sense  of  identification  with  the  Centre  (the  environ- 
ment for  their  activities)  but  no  ties,  no  personal  and  meaningful 

loyalty  to  the  Synagogue  at  all.  We  are  rearing  a young  generation 
that  is  solely  Centre  conscious  and  to  a great  extent  secular  activity 
minded.  Basketball  and  bowling,  skating  and  dances  may  keep  our 
youngsters  from  the  law  courts  dealing  with  juvenile  delinquency  but 

these  activities  alone  do  not  make  for  staunch  and  inspired  Jewish 

loyalties. 

The  community  desperately  needs  a complete  pooling  of  the  re- 
sources of  Synagogue-Centre  — Talmud  Torah  to  the  end  that  the 
totality  rather  than  the  departmentilization  of  Jewish  life  will  be 
inculcated  into  the  thinking  and  into  the  lives  of  our  youth  from 
kindergarten  to  adulthood. 

Here  is,  therefore,  a challenge  to  the  leaders  of  our  community. 
Will  our  leadership  show  courage,  tenacious  perseverance  and  ener- 
getically  propel  the  building  program  now?  Will  our  leadership  accept 
the  responsibility  placed  upon  them  by  the  founders  of  their  community 
and  make  their  hopes  and  dreams  a beautiful  and  inspiring  reality  now? 

Will  our  leaders  have  faith  in  the  latent  potentialities  of  Ottawa 
Jewry?  Will  they  realize  that  theirs  is  the  historic  opportunity  to 
pioneer  and  share  in  the  great  destiny  of  building  a greater  and  better 
Ottawa  Jewish  Community? 

The  generations  of  the  past  join  the  generations  of  the  future 
in  the  prayer  that  we  of  the  present  will  build  now.

At  time  of  going  to  press,  the  Board 
of  Directors  of  the  Jewish  Community 
Centre  is  giving  careful  consideration 
to  a plan  presented  by  the  Officers  and 
Building  Committee,  which  when  ac- 
cepted will  clear  the  way  for  construc- 
tion of  the  Synagogue-Gymnasium  and 
Talmud  Torah  wings  of  the  project. 

The  plan  which  has  been  proposed 
envisages  a start  in  building  activity  as 
early  as  the  spring  of  1954,  with  oc- 
cupancy by  the  fall  of  1955.  Construc- 
tion is  to  be  financed  by  a fund-raising 
campaign  to  be  inaugurated  as  early  as 
possible  in  1953. 

During  the  next  few  weeks  the 
Board  of  Directors  will  meet  with  the 
Synagogues  and  groups  concerned,  and 
it  is  expected  that  concrete  proposals 
should  be  ready  for  presentation  to  a 
general  meeting  of  contributors  at  an 
early  date.
